Sensational Theory Rogarding the
"Drugging" of Mrs. Moyen

Deputy Sheriff Leonard's Action to

Be Thoroughly Investigated.

Police Chief Raltz, of Toledo, Brings
a Requisition for Dr. Meyer.

Prosecutor John F. Mclntyre charac-
terizes the sensational story about the
drugging of Mrs. Dr. Meyer with a
glass of wine, while she was on the wny
from the Tombs to the Court-Hous- e

yesterday, as "rot." He says:
"That story was gotten up by the de-

fense to Ulstruct attention from the fact
that neither Dr. Mever nor his wife
was put on the witness stand to deny
their connection with the poisoning of
I.udwle Brandt

"If they are In earnest, let them put
Mrs Mtjer on the stand to tell about
the drugging, anJ Dr. Mejer to pro-
claim his Inmcence They will not dare
to do It, for the know that It woull en-

able me to lay before the Jury the record
of the precious pair, with n trail of mur-
ders and attempted murders bv poison
all along the line."

Mrs Meyer refused to see an "liven-
ing World" reporter but Mrs
fiuslo Schwab, who was taken from
the Tombs by Deputy Sheriff Leonard
at the same time with Mrs Mcver, sild

"Westnrtel early Mrs roster walked
with us as far ns Centre and Chambers
streets, when she left us Mrs. Mever
asked Mr I.eon ird, the deputy sheriff,
to walk around so she couH get the air.
I don't know who proposed It. but we
went across the street to n plice In a,
basement, where there were tables and
other ladles

"We ench had n glass of claret. I
drank mine; so did Mr. I.eonnrd But
Mrs Meyer drank only one swallow.
Then we went ncross City Hall Park
and back again, and entered the Court-Hous- e.

Mrs Meyer seemed to be all
right then "

An "livening World ' reporter sivv Mrs
Mever at the time and noticed nothing
unusual. She was laughing and talking
with Mrs Schwnh, who Is a dressmaker
at 235 Kast Thlrtv-flft- h street, and la
charged with larceny.

Deputy Sheriff Leonard went to Sing
Sing with prisoners this morning.

Dr. O Sullivan said
"I don't know anything about It ex-

cept that at 10 do jesterday morning
Mrs. Behaepner came to me, excited
She said they had been trying to kill
Mrs. Meyer.

"I went over to Mrs Meyer In tho
pourt-roo- Her head lolled to one
side and her ejes were half closed
She opened them at my request, and
they were dilated.

"We know that they hive done every-
thing possible to persuade .Mrs. Mejer
to confess She has nothing to confess,
but we know that they have had a
stool pigeon In the Tombs with her on
some fictitious charge to try and get
some sort of a statement from ..irs.
Mejer that they might use as a confes-
sion "

Mrs Schwab, as stated, has been In
the Tombs about two months. She Is
under four Indictments for larceny, and
she denied to an "Evening World" re-
porter this morning that she was a
stool-pigeo- and Bald that Mrs Meyer
had never talked with her about her
trouble, except to say that a man hail
come to see her from the Mutual Life
Insurance Oompnny.

As Mr. Mclntjrc points out, any
stntement made by Mrs. Mejer, unless
mode voluntarily on the witness stand,
would be valueless It could not be
used against Dr. Mejer and, therefore,
the suggestion of drugging her seemed
absurd

Mr. Julian, of the Mutual Insurance
Company detective department, sug-
gested that If Mrs. Mejer had been
drugged It might be for the purpose of
carrying out the suggestion of Dr. Mejer
to her In a letter written In German to
her while he was a prisoner here and
she was HI In a Detroit Hospital

This letter Is now famous. It did not

Mrs Mejer felt that she no longer de-

sired to stanl with her husband she
knew what to do.

Vfctorla and Blondy were the chil-
dren of Dr. nnd Mrs Mejer who hnd
died.

As for the letters received bj- - Brooke,
O'SulIlvnn nnd Chnnler, and purporting
to have been written by M. J Bretz,
an old pal of Dr. Mejer, Mr. Mclntjre
showed a sworn statement, signed by
Bretz. The letter was dated in New
York, ami snld that Bretz knows that
Ludwlg Brandt is nllve, nnd that he
saw him In New Mexico twenty months
ngo and got a letter from him four
months Inter all since the time of the
alleged mtirder of Brandt

Mr, Mclntjre sajs that Bertz Is a
